What is there to say when the representatives 
of 1,800,000 people willfully vote to keep from their 
children one of the most important discoveries of 
human thought and genius? It is incompre- 
hensible. Yet Tennessee did it, Texas did it, And 
now Mississippt follows in their train. The warn- 
ings uttered at the time of the Scopes trial are 
proving all too true. 

Anti-evolution laws are passed as a defensive 
measure. The teaching of the evolutionary theory 
is held by some to threaten religious faith, because 
the hypothesis that man is the descendant of @ 
lower order of animals is not compatible with the 
story of man’s creation in the Bible, if the latter 
is taken literally. 

Religious zeal ; behind the anti-evolution cam- 
paign, but that is not the fundamental moving 
force. Not all ‘ligious zeal expresses itself in 
statutes prohibi.ine ine teaching of evolution. 
Millions of persens with deep religious convictions 
find no difficulty either in correlating the spiritual 
beliefs inspired by church and Bible and the ma- 


: terial truths as science has disclosed them, or in 


allocating faith and worldly knowledge to different 
compartments of their consciousness without at- 
tempt to reconcile them. 

The fundamental cause of anti-evolution legis- 
lation is not religion, but intolerance, narrow-mind- 
edness, and an intellect as belligerently impervious 
to reality as that of the ostrich which sticks its 
heg4 in the sand. 

The saddest part of all is that it is the children 
and young people who are being made to suffer 
through the ignorance and bigotry of their elders. 
If one could anticipate the death of the “ monkey 
jaw’ movement with the passing of the present 
generation, there would be less apprehension for 
the future. The younger generation, learning the 
truth, and with truth tolerance, in their schools 
and ¢olleges would soon overturn the old order. 
Denied truth in the schools, the younger genera- 
tion must glean it here and there as best it may, 
and the old ignorance will be slow in dying.

A SUBWAY BY SPECIAL 


ASSESSMENT. 


The local transportation committee of the city 
council has agreed upon the basic ideas to be in- 
corporated in a new traction ordinance to be sub- 
mitted to the voters. The ordinance, among other 
things, would require the city to spend the $45,000,- 
000 traction fund in building subways for street 
cars and elevated lines through loop. The 
fund will not pay the whole bill. balance is 
to be raised by special assessment. : 

In this connection a subcommittee was given 
task of conferring with loop property owners to 
determine whether all the owners on any one 
street will agree to pay the required special as- 
sessment and thereby avoid the long delays which 
would result from court: contests. 

Objection has been made to the proposal on the 
ground that it would postpone construction. If an 
agreement can be obtained from property owners. 
that argument falls flat. We are not at all sure 
that special assessments, even when contested 
through the courts, will delay the building of our 
subway. Nothing in Chicago’s record of subway 
construction indicates that any other method is 
swifter. | 

Special assessment is the just method of 
financing construction. Property values on the 
street under which the subway runs will go up. 
Corporation Counsel Busch says the values will 
be increased six or seven fold. Property which 
‘can be connected underground with subway sta- 
‘tions will benefit most, because the value of a lot 
in the loop is proportionate to the number of 
people who pass it in the. course of the day. Ob- 
viously, the subway will increase values along the 
right of way and equally obviously those who get 
most of the fipancial benefit should pay most for it.
